A SEA-RIOUS STORY. 


Electricity has been employed suc- 


cessfully as an anesthetic in dentistry 
In the Charity Hospital at Paris. The j 
experimenters have been M. Ileginet 
and M. Dydsbury. and the method they 
employ is described in an "article trans- 
lated from La Nature which appears 
in Public Opinion.

Workmen are 
now busy, says a correspondent of Na- 
ture, making the necessary prenera- 
tions. The pendulum itself is a ball of 
lead weighing about GO pounds.

was used in 1869 by 3L ilaumeaee for 
observations 
in the Cathedral 
of 


Rheims. The demonstration consists 
in the fact that the heavy pendulum 
ball, once set in motion, will continue- 
to swing for several hours, and that 
while the plane In which It swings 
remains constantly the same the 
earth's movement of rotation causes 
an apparent twist of this plane so that 
the 
direction of the swing 
slowly 


changes with reference to the points 
of the compass. 


The question of fees will probably 


never be settled so far as strict defi- 
idtene** and absolute rules are con- 
cerned, but there are certain broad 
lines of sense and policy that may be 
accepted as guiding decision in th* ma- 
jority of cases.

We 
Lnow of a number of instances In 
which such traders have charged a 
man several thousand dollars for serv- 
ices, w~ll knowing they Trill get only 
one-fourth or oiie-reiith of the amount, 
and they would be well satisfied if they 
got one-twentieth for tlie same service 
generally. Such a method is neither 
good business nor good morals.
